The comments/criticism 
must reach the office of the Company Secretary, Delhi Stock Exchange Limited, DSE 
House 3/1, Asaf Ali Road, New Delhi-110002 within 15 days from the., date-ot this 
publication.The proposed Bye-law No. 421 is as under: 


CHAPTER XXI 
MISCELLENEOUS 


421. Deposit Based Trading Membership 

1) The Exchange may admit one or more persons as Deposit Based Trading 
Members of the Exchange ("Deposit Based Trading Member") in accordance 
with guidelines prescribed by the Governing Board from time to time. 

2) The Governing Board may specify pre-requisites, conditions, formats, and 
procedure for application for admission, re-admission and termination etc. The 
relevant authority may at its absolute discretion, reject any application for Deposit 
Based Trading membership without assigning any reason thereof. 

3) Subject to sub-rule 5 and the Scheme of Demutalisation of the Exchange as 
approved by SEBI a Deposit Based Trading Member shall be a trading member 
of the Exchange in all respects and for all purposes and shall have ali the rights, 
privileges, obligations and liabilities of a trading member of the Exchange, and 
shall have the right to carry on business as an intermediary in the Equity Market 
Segment and/or Debts Market Segment or any other segment of the Exchange 
as prescribed by the Governing Board from time to time. All the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations of the Exchange shall apply mutatis mutandis to a Deposit 
Based Trading OMember as they apply to any other trading member of the 
Exchange 

Provided however that where the Governing Board permits a Deposit Based 
Trading Member to carry on business in and/or Debts Market Segment or any 
other segment of the Exchange as set out hereinabove, the Governing Board 
shall, from time to time, prescribe detailed guidelines, terms and conditions 
including guidelines, terms and conditions relating to the nature and amount of 
deposit to be kept with the Exchange, capital adequacy norms, margin 
requirements etc., for each such market/segment or combination thereof. 
Provided further that deposit kept by a Deposit Based Trading Member for 
acquiring the Deposit Based Trading Membership, as set out hereinabove shall 
remain with the Exchange during the tenure of such membership or for such 
period as may be prescribed by the Governing Board from time to time. 
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4) The fees, security deposits, other monies and any additional deposits paid, 
whether in the form of cash, Bank Guarantee, Securities or otherwise, to the 
Exchange, by a trading member from time to time, shall be subject to a first and 
paramount lien for any sum due to the Exchange and all other claims against the 
trading member for due fulfillment of engagements, obligations and liabilities of 
trading members arising out of or incidental to any dealings made subject to the 
Byelaws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange. The Exchange shall be 
entitled to adjust or appropriate such fees, deposits and other monies for such 
dues and claims, to the exclusion of the other claims against the trading member, 
without any reference to the trading member. 

5) Notwithstanding anything stated above or elsewhere in these Rules, Bye-laws or 
Regulations - 

A. A Deposit Based Trading Member, the legal representatives of a deceased 
Deposit Based Trading Member, his heirs or the Governing Board shall have a 
right of nomination in respect of a Deposit Based Trading Membership or a 
former or lapsed Deposit Based Trading Membership subject to Securities 
Contract (Regulation) Act, 1956; 

B. A Deposit Based Trading Member or a partner or representative of a Deposit 
Based Trading Member shall not be entitled to be a member of the Exchange’s 
Governing Board or of any other Board, or Committee of the Exchange or any 
Segment of the Exchange and shall not be entitled to hold any office or post in 
the Exchange or any Segment of the Exchange; 

C. A Deposit Based Trading Member shall not, as a Deposit Based Trading 
Member, be entitled to voting rights on any matter and shall not be entitled to 
initiate or move any resolution 

6) If a member holds one or more memberships of the Exchange which are not 
Deposit Based Trading Memberships and holds one or more Deposit Based 
Trading Memberships then such Deposit Based Membership(s) shall not limit or 
prejudice such member’s rights in respect of the first mentioned membership(s). 

7) The Exchange may from time to time modify the form, terms and conditions, 
guidelines prescribed in relation to their applicability to Deposit Based Trading 
Members or applicants for Deposit Based Trading Membership 

8) Separate records/register of such members shall be maintained by the Exchange 
which shall also indicate in respect of each Deposit Based Trading Member that 
such member is a Deposit Based Trading Member.
